2 . CABLE RAISED SEVERAL QUESTIONS ON WHICH CLARIFICATION

A) MISTREATMENT OF PRISONERS REPORTED: WITH REFERENCE 
TO THE "OTHER PERMANENT ASSEMBLY LEADER" WHO WAS TORTURED 
AT TIME OF INTERROGATION, DID THIS OCCUR IN 1977? OTHER 
EXAMPLES OF MISTREATMENT GIVE TIME WHEN SUCH BRUTALITY 
OCCURRED. TIME SETTING IS HELPFUL BECAUSE IT ALLOWS 
DEPARTMENT TO BETTER UNDERSTAND TRENDS IN ARGENTINE HUMAN 
RIGHTS SITUATION. 
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B) NEW DRUG REPORTED INTRODUCED: DEPARTMENT REALIZES 
THE DIFFICULTY IN OBTAINING CORROBORATING INFORMATION
